Any sore or lump on the surface 
of the skin which persists longer 
than It should, moles that change 
over their surface, and even old 
skin 
conditions, should arouse 


suspicion ol cancer." 


It Is while It is in its early 


stage, situated in one spot, and 
parts of it have not reached other 
places in the body, that treatment 
jy surgery. X-rays, and radium 
will cure. If It has spread to dis- 
ant parts of the body which can- 
not be reached, by surgery, the 
use of the X-ray treatment is the 
only known method for reaching 
these 'deposits' and have come 
from the main or original cancer- 
ous growth. 


It should always be remem- 


bered that ivhile tUo cause of can- 
cer is unknown, 'cancer is cur- 
able' in its early stages.
